To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the 
District  for  1970,  and  hope  that  this  will  again  be  found  useful  as  a  source 
of  reference. 

The  mid-;) ear  estimated  population  of  3*910  an  increase  of  130  over 
the  1969  figure.  There  were  79  live  births,  8  less  than  in  1969 ,  giving  an 
adjusted  birth  rate  of  24,8  compared  with  the  National  Rate  of  l6„3°  There 
was  1  infant  death  under  one  year  to  give  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  13, 
compared  with  the  National  Rate  of  l8  per  1,000  births.  In  Lees,  due  to  the 
size  of  the  district,  all  statistical  information  must  be  interpreted  over 
several  years,  but  at  present  the  birth  rate  is  above  national,  probably 
reflecting  on  the  development  of  the  small  new  bousing  estates  being  found 
in  the  district. 

A  total  of  67  deaths  were  registered  in  1970,  10  less  than  in  1969, 
giving  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  10. 3  which  is  the  lowest  rate  for  some  years. 
The  main  causes  of  death  being  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulating  system, 
cerebrovascular  diseases  and  various  malignant  diseases. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  notification  of  Infectious  Disease 
during  the  year,  8 9  cases  being  notified  as  against  7  during  1989°  The  main 
increase  was  due  to  70  cases  of  measles  being  notified,  parents  are  now 
advised  to  have  their  children  immunised  against  measles. 

Once  again  no  cases  of  diphtheria,  -  rate  poliomyelitis  were  notified 
but  parents  are  reminded  that  routine  ir.r.unisnt:'  r  against  these  diseases 
is  readily  available  either  at  the  local  clinic  or  by  their  own  general 
practitioner.  It  is  essential  that  o0%  of  all.  children  receive  routine 
immunisation  to  maintain  a  good  level  of  general  community  immunity.  Also 
during  the  year  there  was  the  introduction  of  german  measles  immunisation 
for  girls  between  the  ages  of  11  to  l4  years. 

During  the  year  further  talhs  took  place  on  Regional  Refuse  Disposal 
with  neighbouring  authorities  and  a  report  was  complied,  but  as  yet  no 
definite  proposals  have  been  decided  on. 

In  recent  months  the  introduction  of  various  legislation,  and 
proposed  legislation  was  beginning  to  be  felt  in  local  government.  The 
Local  Government  Reform  proposals  have  been  published,  proposing  the 
inclusion  of  Lees  in  a  Metropolitan  District,  the  Consultative  Document  on 
the  Reform  of  the  Health  Services,  the  Local.  Authorities  Social  Services 
Act  of  1970  have  all  been  published  and  some  effects  of  their  working  and 
proposals  are  now  being  noted  by  various  members  of  staff.  As  yet  though 
no  true  pattern  on  ’’Health  Services”  development  has  emerged,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  more  definite  plans  are  forthcoming  particularly  from  central 
sources,  though  it  does  appear  that  environmental  health  services  will 
remain  with  local  authorities. 

In  conclusion  I  must  thank  the  Chairman,  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee,  the  Clerk,  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Staff  of  the  Health 
Department  for  their  continued  assistance,  support  and  loyalty  during  the 
year,  including  their  help  in  preparation  of  this  report -

General ;  During  1970  a  total  of  89  cases  of  Infectious  Disease 
were  notified,, 

Measles: 

There  were  70  cases  of  measles  notified,  showing  an  increase 
of  65  over  the  19^9  figures,.  Despite  the  introduction  of  measles 
vaccination,  this  has  only  slowly  been  accepted  by  parents  for 
their  children,,  Recent  preparations  of  the  vaccine  however  do  now 
appear  more  acceptable,  but  it  will  be  several  years  before  the 
influence  of  vaccination  is  felt. 

Food  Poisoning: 

Six  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  and  a  considerable 
amount  of  time  was  spent  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  in 
following  up  these  cases.  Public  awareness  and  good  personal 
hygiene  are  the  best  methods  of  helping  to  prevent  these  diseases 
particularly  in  preparation  and  handling  of  food. 

Tuberculosis: 


Two  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  in  Lees  during 
1970  and  one  death  due  to  non  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  registered. 
At  present  there  are  13  cases  on  the  register. 

Infectious  Jaundice : 

Eight  cases  were  notified,  but  as  the  disease  was  only  made 
notifiable  in  1969  the  true  pattern  of  its  incidence  has  yet  to 
be  seen. 

Pathological  Specimens: 

A  total  of  2  specimens  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Vithington,  during  1970.

Report  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 


Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

May  I  submit  herewith  the  report  on  the  sanitary  circumstances 
of  the  district  together  with  work  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Department  during  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1970. 

The  progression  of  the  housing  clearance  programme  was  delayed  to 
some  extent  by  the  lack  of  rehousing  facilities:  a  scheme  of  26  single 
bedroom  flats  was  proposed  for  the  Providence  House  Site  in  view  of  the 
demand  for  single  bedroom  accommodation.  The  early  implementation  of 
this  scheme  did  not  materialise  due  to  difficulties  in  the  acquisition 
of  the  land  required.  The  extension  of  the  existing  Further  Hey  estate 
has  been  kept  in  mind  for  future  use. 

Refuse  collection  was  continued  on  a  weekly  service,  additional 
assistance  having  to  be  given  to  the  refuse  team  particularly  for  the 
removal  of  extra-ordinary  household  items.  The  bulk  rather  than  weight 
of  refuse  removed  tended  to  increase  during  the  year.  The  existing 
disposal  site  was  supplemented  by  the  use  of  Tumbling  Bank  Site  during 
the  year. 

In  considering  the  discussions  of  the  area  Joint  Study  Group  on 
Refuse  Disposal,  the  Health  Committee  indicated  preference  for  the 
incineration  of  domestic  refuse  and  the  early  establishment  of  an 
incinerator  scheme  to  serve  the  joint  authorities  concerned. 

Other  details  of  the  routine  work  carried  out  during  the  year  are 
contained  in  the  following  pages. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  the  Medical  Officer,  the  Clerk  and 
Council  Officials  for  their  assistance  and  the  support  of  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  throughout  the  year.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Foul  drainage  from  the  sewering  system  in  the  district  is  discharged 
into  the  adjoining  Authority’s  sewering  system  by  agreement  with  Oldham 
County  Borough,  the  sewage  works  having  been  discontinued  some  twelve 
years  ago.  The  rate  of  sewage  flow  is  measured  by  Recording  Apparatus 
at  the  three  junctions  to  the  Oldham  County  Borough  Sewers:  the  sewage 
receives  treatment  at  the  Oldham  Disposal  works  at  Slacks  Valley  within 
the  Urban  District  of  Chadderton, 

Surface  water  drainage  conveys  surface  water  to  the  river  Medlock 
at  various  points  within  the  districts  Thornley  Brook  also  receives 
surface  water  and  discharges  into  the  Medlock  River  at  Holts, 

68  new  dwellings  were  connected  to  the  sewer  system  during  the 
year,  the  separate  system  of  drainage  being  provided  wherever  possible, 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

A  regular  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  has  been  maintained 
throughout  the  year  by  a  team  of  two  loaders  and  a  driver/leader, 

A  rear  loading  S,  &  D,  'fore  and  aft’  diesel  engined  collection 
vehicle  carries  out  the  collection  service,  the  vehicle  having  a  20  cu,  yd, 
capacity  refuse  body.  Some  1  ,23^  loads  of  domestic  refuse  and  104  loads 
of  trade  refuse  were  disposed  of  at  Tip  Sites  during  the  year. 

Controlled  tipping  with  levelling  and  covering  by  mechanical 
shovel  has  been  operated  during  the  year.  No  salvage  recovery  operations 
are  currently  carried  out  due  to  the  costs  of  recovery.  Satisfactory 
arrangements  with  a  local  motor  vehicle  dismantler  have  been  continued, 
ensuring  the  disposal  of  derelict  and  unserviceable  motor  vehicles  in  the 
district. 

Dustbin  replacement  for  existing  properties  is  provided  for  by 
the  Rate  Fund,  13^  new  dustbins  were  issued  during  1970,  the  type  of 
bin  supplied  being  the  mild  steel  galvanised  type  with  rubber  lid,  and  a 
capacity  of  24-  cu,  ft.  The  number  of  moveable  dustbins  was  estimated  as 
1865  at  the  end  of  1970, 

RODENT  CONTROL 


One  trained  employee  carries  out  rodent  control  operations  on  a 
part-time  basis.  Complaints  are  given  prompt  attention:  survey  and 
inspection  work  is  carried  out  throughout  the  district  at  regular 
intervals. 

Two  sewer  maintenance  treatments  were  again  carried  out  during  the 
year,  results  showing  a  low  infestation  rate  in  the  system, 

103  rodent  infestations  were  recorded  during  the  year.  Each 
infestation  was  successfully  treated.  Warfarin  resistance  was 
encountered  in  most  of  the  69  mice  infestations.  The  use  of 
Alphachloralose  and  coumatetralyl  rodenticides  were  used  in  mice 
infestations,  in  conjunction  with  the  use  of  traps.  Warfarin  .01$ 
continued  to  be  successful  in  controlling  rat  infestations. 
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SAN  ITA NY  A CCOKMODATION 


All  dwellings  within  the  district  are  served  by  the  water  carriage 
system,,  There  are  approximately  247  dwellings  without  separate  fresh 
water  closet  accommodation  and  23  waste  water  closets  remain  to  be 
converted  or  taken  out.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 


Eleven  observations  were  taken  on  the  three  chimneys  serving 
industrial  furnaces  in  the  district.  Informal  procedure  achieved 
the  remedy  of  a  minor  fault  at  one  installation.  Mechanical  stokers 
were  installed  at  the  Majestic  Mill  as  a  modernisation  scheme.  Hand 
firing  bf  the  existing  Lancashire  boilers  was  formerly  operated. 

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  whole  of  the  district  is  served  with  Upland  Surface  Water  by 
the  West  Pennine  Water  Board.  The  water  is  filtered  at  its  source  and 
sterilized  by  the  Chloramine  process. 

Eight  domestic  water  samples  were  obtained  during  the  year  and 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  All  were  reported  as 
satisfactory. 

Arrangements  on  a  rechargeable  basis  were  continued  by  the  Local 
Authority  for  the  cleansing  of  shared  branch  service  pipes  to  blocks 
of  dwellings. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 


The  controlling  Authority  for  the  streams  in  the  area  is  the 
Mersey  and  Weaver  Authority,  the  two  larger  streams  being  the  River 
Medlock  and  Thornly  Brook  (Wood  Brook). 

Itinerant  tipping  of  miscellaneous  material  continues  into  these 
streams,  requiring  repeated  inspection  and  cleansing  operations  of  the 
river  beds. 

sanitary  inspections 

During  1970,  1,293  visits  were  made  to  972  premises,  namely:- 

797  dwellinghouses 
131  shops 
4  schools 
40  factories 

In  dwellinghouses,  273  defects  or  nuisances  were  discovered  and 
213  of  these  were  remedied.  7  Statutory  Abatement  Notices  were  served 
in  order  to  ensure  that  the  necessary  repairs  were  carried  out,  together 
with  104  Informal  Notices.  In  the  majority  of  cases,  informal  notices 
obtained  a  satisfactory  remedy. 

DISINFESTATION 


11  dwellings  (4  Council  and  7  other  dwellings)  in  the  district 
were  found  to  be  infested  to  a  minor  degree.  Each  infestation  was  treated 
satisfactorily  with  the  use  of  contact  insecticides  (powder,  liquid 
and/or  smoko  generators). 

SCHOOLS 


There  are  4  schools  in  the  district.  Each  school  is  served  with 
mains  water  supply  and  connected  to  the  drainage  system.

made.  It  was  necessary  to  serve  Informal  Notices  under  the  Act,  the 
defects  were  found  to  be  remedied  upon  reinspection.

Licenses  for  pasteurised,  sterilized  and  untreated  milk  are 
issued  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council . 

A  total  of  24  milk  samples  (two  of  which  were  Channel  Island 
Milk)  were  taken  by  the  staff  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
all  samples  yielding  a  satisfactory  result. 

The  District  Council  also  submitted  40  samples  of  milk  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination. 

Ice-cream  is  not  manufactured  in  the  district.  The  majority 
of  the  ice-cream  is  retailed  in  wrapped  form  from  registered  premises 
in  the  area.
